“ON BOARD THE ZEPPELIN 
HINDENBURG, May 6.—(By Wire- 
less)—Thrilled by their unique ex- 
perience, midnight found all 51 pas- 
sengers aboard the new Zeppelin Hin- 
denburg, en route from Friedrichs- 
hafen, Germany, across the north At- 
lantic to Lakehurst, N. J., still up 
and sitting in the dining room and 
at the bar over sandwiches, cham- 
pagne, wines and beer. At that hour 
we were flying over Bingen on the 
Rhine. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, sitting beside 
me at a table decorated with vases 
of beautifal flowers, said we would 
pass over Flushing at 3 a. m. and 
Brighton at 5.° 

None of the passengers new to air- 
ship travel can get over the lack of 
motion in the ship. There was so 
little motion as the Hindenburg rose 
from the Loewenthal airdrome at the 


start of our flight at 9:27 p. m. that | 
the passengers burst out with excla-_| 


mations of astonishment. As_ the 
large cheering throng rapidly faded 
from our eyes, we could scarcely hear 


| the hum of the ship’s motors.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—4)— 
Treasury officials said tonight they 
were prepared to defend the dollar 
against virtually any turn the per- 
plexing European monetary situa- 
tion might take. 

The department’s experts, they 
added, have carefully plottei their 
moves in advance, figuring on all 
foreseeable developments in the 
crisis of the franc, and the ramifi- 
cations that might arise from en- 
suing action by the British. 

In addition, they said, they were 
equipped with all necessary author- 
ity for action and that the entire 
stabilization fund of $2,000,000,000 
or nearly that amount was avail- 
able for instant use if needed. 

Dispatches from world financial 
centers reported a belief in inform- 
ed quarters that the fund was al- 
ready at work supporting the franc, 
but officials here declined to com- 
ment, following a long. standing pol- 
icy of never 60 much as‘hinting at 
what the fund may be doing, 

These developments followed a 
press conference assertion by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that the treasury was 
on guard 24 hours in the day 
against foreign. exchange trends 
which might threaten the éxternal 
value of the dollar.

The bill, twice rewritten to meet 
some objections of employers, and to 
remove questions as to its constitu- 
tionality, would set up a textile com- 
mission with authority to fix mini- 
mum wages on the basis of a 35-hour 
maximum week. It would provide for 
control of trade practices and the 
method of enforcement would be sim- 
ilar to that employed by the trade 
commission. 


Majority Report. 

In his majority report from the sub- 
committee, which accompanied the bill, 
Keller attributed ills of the textile in- 
dustry to obsolete machinery and mer- 
chandising methods. These factors, he 
said , stimulated consumer prices 
while depressing wages and depriving 
the industry of reasonable profits. 

He recommended financial assist- 
ance, through the R. F. ©. or some 
other federal agency for retirement of 
old machinery, and development of 
new and independent salea agencies. 

“Wage rates and annual earnings of 
textile workers,” Keller’s report said, 
“are so low as to deprive them of de 
cent and _ socially, economically de- 
sirable living standards. These de 
grading conditions have an implication 
wider than their immediate effect 
upon workers themselves, but the fact 
that they retard development of mar- 
kete, not only for cotton goods but 
also for other factory and farm prod- 
ucts, thus victimizing workers, mill 
owners and the general public.” 


Report Is Submitted. 


Of the two rewritings of the bill, 
Keller’s report commented: 

“In accomplishing this it is but fair 
to state that the labor representatives 
made many sacrifices for the sake of 
securing a bill that has best chance 
of being declared constitutional and 
secondly they made many concessions 
for the benefit of industry as a whole.” 

“I wish I might say as much for 
the representatives of the owners. 

“The management of southern mills 
would save itself much worry, much 
time and ultimate financial loss if it 
would comply with the maximum 
hours, minimum wages, abolition of 
child labor and the right of collective 
bargaining. The right to run my bnsi- 
ness as I please has been outlawed by 
a century and a half of growth.” 

Government Regulation. 

“The proponents of this bill,” Hart- 
ley said in his réport, “ask congress 
to impose a permanent scheme of ,0v- 
ernment regulation on a selected group 
of American industriés more sweeping 
and drastic than congress or any state 
has ever before attempted to impose. 

“The regulation now proposed goes 
beyond even that attempted for the 
purpose of meeting the national emer- 
gency of the depression under the na- 
tional industrial recovery act which 
has already been declared unconsti- 
tutional.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 6.—(7)— 
Opinion that unification of, the three 


branches of Methodism would be an 
initial step toward eventual union 


of all Protestant churches was ex-| 


ae today by the Rev. Ivan Lee. 
olt, of St. Louis, president of the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ 
in America. 

Rev. Holt told delegates to the 
Methodist Episcopal conference who 
approved Methodist unification Mon- 
day that “it is only the beginning of 


a process.” 

“Some of the leaders see in the dis- 
tance one great Protestant church, 
such as was formed in Canada,” he| 
said. “Even beyond the united Prot- | 
estantism may come a united Chris- 
tianity, a union of all Protestant 
faiths with the great Catholic 
churches.” 

One Protestant Church. 

Mr. Holt said that with unification 
of the Methodist churches approved | 
the “dream we have all had of one 
great Protestant church comes closer 
to realization.” 

“T rejoice in the action you took | 
with reference to unification, but I'| 
hope there is not a person in the’ 
conference who thinks that is an| 
end in itself,” he said. “It is merely | 
the beginning of a process, and I am 
hoping that when that uniting con- 
ference comes together (to form the 
united Methodist church) one of the 
things done will be the creation of 
a commission to work on plans for a 
still larger Protestant union.” 

“We can never be satisfied, and 
we can certainly never meet the evils 
of our contemporary life as long as 
we are separated after the present 


manner.” 
Evils Too Great. 

The federation president said “we 
have come to a time when the evils 
in this world are too great for any 
sort of a divided church.” 

“Tf you want an illustration of 
what a united church can do just 
remember when you, like other de- 
nominations, preached against the evils 
of motion pictures and got nowhere.” 
he said. “Rut when the Roman Cath- 
olic church decided it was time for 
reformation the reformation in mo- 
tion pictures came.” 

Mr. Holt told the conference five 
international groups were already at 
work with final union of all Chris- 
tian groups as their goal. They are 
the world conference on faith and or- 
der, the world conference on life and 
work, the World Alliance for Inter- 
national Friendship, the Internation- 
al Missionary Council, and the Inter- 
nel Christian Student Federa- 
tion.

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PEACE DOVE FLUTTERS HIGHER 


The utterance of Premier Mus- 
solini incident to Italy’s celebration 
of the occupation of Addis Ababa 
gives promise that Europe may soon 
emerge from the tenseness of the 
Situation arising from the Ethiopian 
affair—provided that. Great Britain 
and France will accept the subjuga- 
tion of Ethiopia as a fait accompli, 
without attempting to deny to Italy 
the fruits of her victory. 

Whether or not Britain and 
France will accept the situation re- 
mains‘to be seen. If they do, Euro- 
pean peace is in sight—if not, trou- 
ble is ahead. 

The war is now over and if Eu- 
rope accepts the Italian domination 
of Ethiopia as an established fact, 
the threats of the past year to 
world peace will gradually disap- 
pear. 


Ethiopia has been the powder keg 
that for many months has threat- 
ened an explosion which might have 
involved all Europe. With the col- 
lapse of the Ethiopian defense there 
remains nothing to be done that 
cannot be amicably adjusted through 
diplomatic channels. 

Great Britain can contribute more 
to the assurance of peace than any 
other country. France will accept 
the conquést of Ethiopia and make 
no further protest, unless induced 
to do so by England. 

The way to this end is smoothed 
for Great Britain by the definitely 
friendly and co-operative tone of 
Premier Mussolini’s address. Speak- 
ing to the entire Italian people, he 
denied that Italy has now, or has 
had, any desire to harm British in- 
terests, coupling this assurance with 
the direct statement that “Italy has 
not the least or remotest hankering 
after Egypt nor any political inter- 
ests in the Sudan nor Palestine.” 

If Britain will accept the friendly 
overture by Mussolini, there should 
be no difficulty in securing a bind- 
ing pledge from Italy that the head- 
waters of the Blue Nile in Lake Tana 
will be safeguarded.

A FELLOWSHIP FOR AUTHORS 


In order that a group of worthy 
but unrecognized authors may have 
each a deserved financial return 
from their labors which they might 
otherwise fail to receive, the Book- 
of-the-Month Club has announced 
an annual series of fellowship awards 
to authors. 

The object of the fellowship is 
“to encourage and also to assist in 
an economic way, a certain few au- 
thors each year who give clear in- 
dication of more than ordinary 
talent, but who as yet have re- 
ceived no adequate recognition, as 
measured by sales of their pub- 
lished books, from the general book- 
reading public.” 


Few of the thousands of books 


published in America each year sell 
as many as 5,000 copies. This 
means that the average American 
author receives from $1,000 to 
$1,500 in return for months of ex- 
acting intellectual labor. The new 
fellowship is created to meet, at 
least in some measure, the problem 
of the neglected author of talent. 


In the first year there will be 
given four fellowships of $2,500 
each. They will go to authors of 
published books whose work is out- 
Standing for “some quality of imag- 
ination, of observation, of literary 
skill—or for any other point of out- 
Standing excellence—the general 
criterion being that the work ap- 
pears to be one that on its merits 
would be warmly appreciated by 
thousands of habitual book readers, 


if they knew about it.” Fiction, non- 
fiction, poetry and belles-lettres will 
all be eligible for the awards. 


Even with writers of exceptional 
talent there is usually a long pe- 
riod, often extending into many 
years, between recognition by the 
critics and the thousands of read- 
ers who would bring him a fair 
financial return for. his literary 
product. The difficulty experienced 
in this respect by gifted writers is 
illustrated in the case of Clarence 
Day, whose books are now recog- 
nized as being of outstanding merit 
but which, for more than 15 years, 
sold for an average of less than 
1,500 copies each. A year ago one 
of his volumes, in no way superior 
to his preceding works, struck the 
public fancy and now he has a 
nation-wide reading clientele. 

Each year the fellowship will 
make a list of worthy books which 
have not exceeded 5,000 copies and 
this list will be submitted to the 
literary editors of the newspapers 
and magazines of the country and 
their comment will later be _ re- 
viewed by a jury of distinguished

Dr. Robert E. Speer told a story the 
other morning in one of his sermons 
at Druid Hills that none of us can 
ever forget. I believe it is one of the 
clearest and most satisfying state- 


ever seen. 


Dr. Speer said he was riding in an 
open freight car on one of the great 
railway systems of our nation with 
this widely-known and beloved brake- 
man. sitting on a plank across some 
timbers in the car, and as the heavy 
train thundered along its way Dr. 
Speer asked this veteran brakeman to 
tell him what religion meant to him. 

The brakeman replied first by re- 
peating the Apostle’s Creed and then 
certain scriptures. and then he turned 
to Dr. Speer and said: 

“In the suffering and death of 
Jesus Christ upon the cross He died 
my death for me that I might live 
His life for Him.” 

I think one would search in vain 
through all the volumes of theology 
for a clearer and more comprehensive 
statement of the Christian doctrine of 
salvation. It reminds one of such 
scriptures as “He died for our sins, 
according to the scriptures.”

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Rescue 
of two men from the Moose River gold 
mine, Nova Scotia, in which Draeger- 


men, or specially-trained mine rescue | 


workers played an important part, 
emphasizes the strange dangers that 

t miners underground, and mod- 
ern methods of guarding them against 
these dangers. 

“The Draegermen who _ valiantly 
burrowed into the underground prison 
of Dr. D. Erwin Robertson and Al- 
fred Scadding were miners specially 
trained for mine rescue work,” says a 
bulletin from the Washington (D..C.) 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

sa ermen” Named for Helmet. 

“The term Draeger refers to the 
first oxygen helmet devised for us in 
entering gas filled mines,” continues 
the bulletin. “It was designed by 
Bernhard Draeger, of Germany, and 
was first used about 30 years ago. 

“The United States has thousands 
of miners who have been given train- 
ing much the same as that of Can- 
ada’s “Draegermen, which includes 
not only the use of oxygen apparatus 
but knowledge of first aid and mine 
rescue methods in general. 

“The Draeger oxygen helmet is no 
longer in general use in the United 
States and Canada, having been re- 
placed by~ improved types, but the 
name lingers because the Draeger hel- 
met first enabled rescue squads to 
safely enter mines in which the air 
was unfit to breathe. 


Helmets No Longer Used. 


“Oxygen apparatus was not needed 
by the rescuers who tunneled through 
to the buried men in Nova Scotia, but 
it plays an « sential part in rescuing 
men in the more common type of mine 
disasters, caused by fires or explo- 
sions. 

“The use of oxygen apparatus en- 
ables rescuers to breathe independ- 
ently of the surrounding atmosphere. 
The most modern type includes a small 
steel tank containing enough oxygen 
to supply a man for about two hours. 

clip closes the rescuer’s nose 
tightly so that he breathes the oxygen 
through his mouth, and his exhaled 
breath passes through a container of 
cardoxide, a chemical which absorbs 
harmful carbon dioxide. There is no 
helmet, but a hose carries the oxygen 
to an enclosed mouthpiece. 

“Mine rescue workers are picked 
men, both for strength and intelli- 
gence. The apparatus weighs about 40 
pounds and the wearer must learn to 
_ and care for the machine prop- 
erly. 
“When the United States Bureau 
of Mines first was organized in 1910, 
its own men did most of the mine 
rescue work, but since then miners 
everywhere have been trained as res- 
cuers and bureau men act chiefly as 
advisers and instructors. Since the 
bureau was organized, major mine dis- 
asters in which five or more lives 
were lost, have decreased from 84, for 
the period of 1906-1019, to one in 
1933, three in 1934, and four in 1935. 


Underground Perils. 


“Strange perils lurk underground 
for miners. In Colorado, in one gold 
mining region, the underground water 
is so acid that it reacts chemically 
with the carbonates of the surround- 
ing rock to form carbon dioxide and 
robs the air in the mine of its oxy- 
gen. Carbon dioxide poured like water 
out the mine mouth until a way was 
found to force air into the mine, creat- 
ing pressure that forced the carbon 


dioxide gas back into the crevices of 


the rock. 
“In another mine iron and sulphur 


exist in a loosely-combined state, so 


that when air reaches the ore the 


sulphur mixes with it to form poison- 


ous sulphuric acid vapor. Ventilation 
solved the problem. 

“In a Montaffa copper mine, fire 
has been burning since 1884. Sulphur 
in waste rock that was piled around 
wood timbers in old workings burns 
with the wood and gives off the poi- 
sonous carbon monoxide that motor- 
ists fear, as well as two asphyxiating 
gases, sulphur dioxide and, to a less 
extent, sulphur trioxide. 

Tungsten Deposits. 

“The Moose River gold mine, scene 
of the entombment and rescue, is in 
Halifax county, about 35 miles north- 
east of the city of Halifax. The dis- 
trict is difficult to reach, being sev- 
eral miles from a branch railroad or 
any improved highways. In addition 
to gold-bearing rocks, the region also 
has important deposits of tungsten 
and arsenic ores. At one time the 
Moose River district was one of the 
most productive Canadian sources of 
tungsten minerals. Tungsten is used 
as a steel hardener for high speed 
tools, and also is electric light fila- 
ments. ; 

“This part of Halifax county is 
also a hunter’s and fishermen’s para- 
dise. The tumbling streams are filled 
with trout and salmon, and in the 
thick forests moose, deer and part- 
ridge abound. 

“Those trying to locate the mine, 
on even large scale maps, may have 
considerable difficulty, because ‘Moose 
River’ is apparently a favorite name 
in the province of Nova Scotia. There 
is a postoffice near New Glasgow, in 
Pictou county; another near Parrs- 
boro in Cumberland county. and a 


short stream near Annapolis Royal in 


Annapolis county—all bearing the 
same title. There is also a town called 
Moser River, only a few miles east 


of the Moose River gold mine.”

HEALTH TALKS}. Hollywood Today 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


A man accumulated 30 pounds ex- 


cess weight in the course of 15 years. 
He reduced to normal in six months, 
which was quite fast enough. 

A woman who had gained 40 pounds 
in 20 years, you know, girls, gradu- 
ally and easily if not pleasantly, dal- 
lied with this and that diet and re- 
duction treatment to no avail, finally 
got on the horse, found he didn’t col- 
lapse under her, and dwindled to nor- 
malcy in a year and a half, which was 
as rapid reduction as good looks will 
stand. 

Neither endured any painful re- 
strictions of diet nor did either pa- 
tient complain of any pangs of un- 
satisfied hunger or spells of faintness 
or foreboding. On the contrary both 
patients experienced the sense of great- 
er well being and a natural desire 
for more activity. They felt better 
and were evidently fitter while reduc- 
ing than they ever had been while 
carrying excess weight. 

Under the old-fashioned system of 
reduction by semi-starvation with or 
without the aid of drugs and glandu- 
lar products, every pound or inch the 
victim got rid of was at the risk of 
health, vitality and good looks. The 
best of the old-fashioned methods were 
a severe test of endurance, and nat- 
urally enough a large majority of the 
poorly nourished individuals who at- 
tempted to reduce by dieting with or 
without drugs, ductless gland extracts, 
exercise, baths or other strenuous 
measures, either became discouraged 
and gave up before serious damage 
was done or madly pursued the will- 
o’-the-wisp until health was ruined. 

In my opinion every reduction meth- 
od devised and employed either un- 
der medical supervision or otherwise 
prior to 1930 was unscientific, inef- 
ficient and unduly hazardous, viewed 


in the light of our present knowledge}; 


of nutrition. Extensive experience in 
practice (not mine, but the experi- 
ence of thousands of real physicians) 
conclusively proves that a reduction 
regimen designed to fulfill the re- 
quirements of the newer knowledge of 
nutrition brings about gradual reduc- 
tion without any impairment of health 
or vitality; on the contrary, such a 
design for dwindling actually builds 
vitality and improves and maintains 
health: Accordingly I should advise 
any one who may be trying to reduce 
to abandon the attempt the moment 
any decline in vitality becomes evi- 
dent. One's own common sense, and 
not the notions of friends or neigh- 
bors, should determine this. When 
I was reducing two or three years ago, 
sometimes friends I had not seen tor 
months would manifest concern about 
my health, but I knew how I felt; 
later these same friends remarked how 
well I was looking. Most laymen car- 
icature the picture of health anyway. 
It should not suggest incipient apo- 
plexy. 

Remember, it takes years of mal- 
nutrition to produce corpulency. Don’t 
try to get rid of it all in a month.

James was reported to have main- 
tained the silence during the grand 
jury session his attorney had imposed 
upon him several days on the ground 
he had “talked too much already.”

bidding. The orderly exchange of in- 
formation between partners, so nec- 
essary to reaching the correct contract 
is, at the same time, an invaluable 
chart from which the adversaries 
should plot their course.

He recog- 
nized East's. bid as a show of weak- 
ness and figured that his partner, 
North, would be able to take one trick, 
in addition to his own almost cer- 
tain three tricks. South’s failure to 
open the bidding with three honor 
tricks was due to his extreme weak- 
ness in playing tricks. 

North opened the eight of spades, 
East covered, and South won with the 
king. To make sure that dummy’e sin- 
gleton club could not be discarded, 
South cashed the ace, after which he 
played the ace and another spade. On 
the third round declared ruffed with 
the right of hearts. North overruffed 
with the nine and led a_ diamond. 
Dummy’s jack held and now a small 
trump was led from dummy. When 
South played the six, declared com- 
pleted his miserable performance by 
going up with the king! North took 
the ace and later South’s queen ac- 
counted for the third setting trick, a 
1,600-point penalty.
